for the protection of bathers

life from small craft not con-

TWO-STATE PIONEER DIES, 


Forty-niner and Old-time Merchant 

Joseph Steinart Passes Away 

at Home. 

Joseph Steinart, pioneer of two 
States, died yesterday at his home at 
Rivera. 

“Uncle Joe” was the name by which 
he was widely and affectionately 
known. He was 86. A native of Hun- 
gary, he came to the United States in 
1847. In 1849 he came to lifornia in 

an emigrant train, drivingfan ox team. 
with the early days both of Califor- 
nia and Nev Mr. Steinart was 
closely associated. For a 
years he was in business with Hon. 
Cc. C. Goodwin, later editor of the Vir- 
ginia City a Enterprise and the 
Salt Lake Tribune. 

Since 1875 he "had been continuously 
a resident of Los Angeles county.

CITY’S GROWTH WONDERFUL, 


Indicated by Notable Increase in Postal 
Receipts as Compared With 
Last Year's. 


The local postal receipts for May of 
this year show an increase of $7366,60, as 
cémpared with the receipts of last 
year. The total receipts for May, 1907, 
were $86,425.50; for May, 1906, %79,- 
058.90. 

This is a notable increase when the 
conditions which obtained last year 
are considered. A large number of San 
Francisco periodicals, rendered home- 
leas »v the earthquake, were being 
publish! here. The postal revenues 
were also materially increased in May, 
1906, by the letters and papers sent 
from this city..bs refugees... The spe- 
cial demands made upon the Los An- 
geles wholesale houses also created & 
temporary increase in posta! revenues, 
according to Postmaster M. H. Flint. 

But despite the extraordinary in- 
crease in postal receipts in May last 
year, this year’s receipts show that 
the general outside business of the 
city is increasing wonderfully. 

During May of the present year 377,- 
$14 pieces of mai} reached the local 
office, which were either misdirected 
or lacked street and number. In every 
instance the address wag searched for 
in the city directory and the telephone 
books. The number of patrons served 
at the general delivery window, exclu- 
sive of Sundays and holidays, was 102,- 
972. 


During the month 17,147 changes of 
address were filed with the clerks.
